DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed October 1 , 2008 for the above 
identified patent application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA) of Figure 8 in view of Japanese Reference 63- 
103017 (JP '017). 

Applicant's admitted prior art of Figure 8 illustrates a bearing (13,14) having a 
single outer ring (1 1 ,12) having a pair or raceways, a single inner ring (13,14) 
having a pair or raceways, a plurality of balls disposed between the raceways, 
and a retainer for holding the balls at predetermined spacing. Referring t 

AAPA does not teach the retainer having an annular baffle that is positioned so 
as to have a small clearance with a respective ring. However, it was known in 
the art to form a bearing having the claimed features. For example, the prior art 
to JP '017 illustrates a bearing having a retainer, the retainer formed with a 
baffle, the baffle positioned as so to form a small clearance with a respective 
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ring. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify at least one of bearings of AAPA with a retainer 
having a baffle, as taught by Japanese Reference 63-103017, motivation being 
to prevent contaminates having a predetermined size from entering the bearing. 

Further, it would have been obvious to one in the art to replace only one of 
the retainers of AAPA with the baffle of JP '017 for the following reasons. AAPA 
of Figure 8 illustrates the oil flowing from port 107 into a left bearing arrangement 
and a right bearing arrangement. The oil flows into the left bearing arrangement 
from a first side and the oil exits the left bearing arrangement from a second side. 
Since oil flows into one side of the bearing, it would have been obvious to one in 
the art to limit any contaminates carried by the oil from entering the first side of 
the bearing. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to replace only the retainer located on 
the oil inlet side of the bearing of AAPA, with a retainer having a baffle, as taught 
by JP '017, motivation being prevent contaminates carried by the oil from 
entering the bearing.
